MINES AND MINING. 


by the Mingus Mountain Copper Com- 
pany—WNitre Company not Yet Organ- 
ised, but Claims to Have a Vast De- 
posit. 


J. R. Thomas of the Western Mining 
and Development Company has just 
returned from the company’s copper 
properties near . Jerome—the Black 
Hills and the Mingus Mountain mines. 

Mr. Thomas brings with him some 
fine specimens of molybdenum, found 
on the latter property. The rare min- 
eral was taken from a four-foot ledge 
of quartz, and it is thought. it may 
prove extensive and valuable. 

Molybdenum is utilized . steel man- 
ufacture, its function being to impart 
elasticity to the steel, waicn is usually 
accomplished by the use of tungstate 
of tron. It has been found in mon 
quantities in Ventura, Riverside and 
other portions of Southern California, 
but not sufficiently extensive to pey 
for its extraction from quarts. It 
is much in the nature of graphite, be- 
ing flaky, feels greasy to the touch, 
and of a gray black, metalic color. it 
looks like lead in the quarts, but is so 
soft that it may. be dug out with the 
thumb nafil. 

Should the deposit found on the 
Mingus Mountain property prove to be 
large, it will be a most vaiuable ad- 
jJunct to the fine vein of copper ore 
they are opening up. 

Frank W. Moore of this city, an ex- 
perienced mining engineer, has just 
been placed in charge of both the Black 
Hills and the Mingus Mountain cop- 
per companies, and the miners are at 
work on good ore veins in both mines, 
and Mr. Thomas states that they are 
anticipating the  strikia wf targe 
bodies of ore in the near future. 


GREAT NITRE DEPOSIT. 
RICH FIND ON THE DESERT. 
Rich finds are tly being made 

on the great desert lying east of the 
Coast Range. One of the latest and most 
important to the interests of the State, 
is a vast deposit of nitre-bearing ore, 


tying on the Mojave River, twelve 
miles from Newbery, a station on the 
Santa Fé railway. 

The discovery was made by 4 Ger- 
man rancher, by the fame of George 
Zwanzig. The erosion of the Mojave 
River has exposed the ore body. in 
places along its banks, to the depth of 
seventy feet. for over two miles, ex- 
posing thereby millions of tons of ore 
rich in — sodium chloride and so- 
dium sulphate. 

The deposit embraces nearly 2000 
acres of land, several of the claims 
having been located across the Mojave 
River, which win furnish an unlimited 
supply of water, for leaching purposes.
